FRANCO-U.S. AIM IS TO STOP 
WARS—WILL ASK OTHER NA- 
TIONS TO RENOUNCE WAR AS 
POLICY--WASHINGTON SEEKS 
FRENCH CO-OPERATION 


Washington, Jan. 4.—France has 
been asked by the state department 
to share with the United States a 
| mission to unite all principal nations 
‘in “renouncing war as an instrument 
of national policy.” 

The proposal for joint leadership 
springing from the suggestion of 
Foreign minister Briand for a 
Franco-American treaty outlawing 
war is put forward by Secretary 
Kellogg as offering opportunity for 
1 ‘more signal contribution to world 
peace by joining in an effort to ob- 
tain the adherence of all the prin- 
cipal powers of the world” in a 
renunciation of war. 

Anti-War Treaty 

With the offer to France went a 
draft treaty to replace the Root 
Arbitration treaty, which expires 
next February 27, Its preamble in- 
cludes a proposed declaration against 
resort to war and copies of it have 
been sent to the British and Japanese 
governments. It will be sent to all 
other powers with which this country 
has Root treaties and will serve as 
a model on which the state depart- 
ment hopes to base multilateral 
pacts of perpetual friendship. 

Mr. Kellogg’s offer is in the nature 
of a_ counter-suggestion to the 
Briand draft treaty which proposes 
that France and America condemn 
recourse to war and agree to settle- 
ment b¥ pacific means of all dis- 
putes between them. Offering the 
substitute proposal in a note to the 
French government, Secretary Kel- 
logg said the two governments in- 
stead of contenting themselves with 
a bi-lateral declaration against war 
might better serve the world by 
uniting all other powers in the same 
cause with similar treaties. 

“If the government of France is 
willing to join with the United 
States government in this endeavor,” 
Mr. Kellogg wrote, “and to enter 
with the United States and the other 
principal powers of the world ir:.to 
an appropriate multi-latera! treaty 
I shall be happy to engage at once 
in conversations looking to the pre- 
paration of a draft treaty follow

Tokio, Jan. 4.—While members of 
the Japanese government declined 
to comment officially on Secretary 
Kellogg’s peace proposal in his 
memorandum to France, foreign 
office officials, snid informally to- 
day that Japan approved the pro- 
posal in principle. They believe that 
a general declaration renouncing war 
as an instrument of international 
policy would be a great step toward

MANITOBA LIQUOR 
MODIFIED — DELIVER BEER 
DIRECT FROM BREWERY BUT 
UNDER CLOSE SUPERVISION 
Winnipeg, Jan. 4.—A number of 

modifications in the Manitoba’s gov- 

ernment draft on liquor legislation 
were announced today by Attorney- 

General W. J. Major. 

The proposed changes will elimi- 
nate certain objectionable clauses 
which raised a storm of criticism 
when the draft bill was announced, 

Permission is to be given brewers 
to deliver beer direct to permit hold. 
ers but to insure full compliance with 
the existing laws, authorized inspec- 
tors will be assigned to every brew- 
ery operating in the province who 
will supervise all orders received. 
The government also has decided to 
waive the regulation which provides 
for the production of permits at the 
time an order is placed, 

The bar against brewery-encumb- 


ered hotels is also to be removed. 
Modification of this clause of the 
bill will enable hotels in which 


brewers are financially interested to 
operate beer parlors. The original 
draft bill prohibited the establish- 
ment of beer parlors in such hotels. 
A provision, however, is contained in 
the amended clauses which stipulates 
that brewers who have an interest in 


ACT 1S. 


a hotel cannot dictate as to the firm 
from which the supply of beer or 
liquor is to be purchased. 

Other modifications provide for a 
reduction in the number of rooms in 
a hotel operating a beer parlor. The 
number is reduced from forty to 


' twenty-four, 


The gallonage statistics on beer is 
to be fixed at 121% cents a gallon. 
License to veteran's club also are to 
be increased and minor changes pro- 
posed in the law enforcement clauses. 

The modified act will be presented 
to the legislature this afternoon.

Any other kind of a firearm would 
have reduced the carnage by five 
sixths. 


This curious fact was rediscover-

Partisan Rangers and by Jesse and 
Frank James and their band during 
the eighteen years roamed the 
west following L surrender 

“Colt’s Navy" is mentioned in 
every history of the western phases 
of the Civil War. It was the weapon 
which made it possible for guerrillas 
to ride with their reins in their teeth 
and a gun in each hand. Every rider 
had from four to six of them. They 
killed whole companies of regula: 
soldiers who had to stop to reload 
Raiders used them on both sides of

Calgary, Jan. 10.—The highway 
department of Alberta is today en- 
gaged in a race with weather con- 


ditions. The prize is $100,000. This 


represents the sum which the Al- 
berta government may earn from 
the Dominion government before 


March $1, 1928, under the 
Highways Act of 1919. 

C. A, Davidson, highway commis 
sioner, who is in Calgary on a busi- 
ness visit, explained the situation to 
the Herald on Tuesday morning. Mr.

Davidson is the most enthusiastic 
chinook booster yet seen in these 
parts. The present mild weather 


means that his department still has 
a chance to earn the full amount 
possible under the act providing 
federal aid for approved provincia! 
highway construction. Whether or 
not Alberta will earn the full amount 
depends upon the weather. 
Winter Stopped Work 

When the weather broke in 
October the department had given 
contracts for gravel surfacing and 


rading sufficient to earn the bal- 
ance of the entire grant possible 
for Alberta to earn under the act. 


Alberta can earn a total of $1,480,- 
000 under this act, which provides 
that the dominion government will 
pay 40 per cent. of the cost of ap- 
proved construction. But the act 
automatically closes on March 31, 
1928, and Edmonton has been in- 
formed officially from Ottawa that 
there will be no highway assistance 
after that date. 

In October there was approximate- 
ly $100,00 for Alberta to earn. 

Then came King Winter. The 
gravel froze, the machine froze, the 
side roads were impassable, the high- 
Way was covered with two feet of 
snow. Work was impossible. The 
final shutdown came early in Dec- 
ember, 

The Calgary-Macleod road and the 
Cardston-Waterton Lakes road were 
the two jobs on which the highways 
department had depended to earn 
their last part of the federal allow- 
ance, 

Resume Operations 

The big thaw which began shortly 
after New Year has enabled the de- 
partment to resume operations. 

On the west end of the Waterton 
road the contractors are again busily 
engaged in excavating and placing 


gravel between the park boundary 
and the Belly river. 

From the new pit discovered by 
the research engineers of the high- 


ways branch, 1% miles from Card- 
ston, the contractors are taking off 
the overburden in order to obtain 
material for, the gravelline of the 
section immediately west of Card- 
ston, 


At Macleod the department's con 
tractors took advantage of the storm 
period to overhaul the

Convention 
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QUALITY OF CANADIAN 
DEHYDRATED FRUITS 


The “Dehydration Committee”, 
composed of officials of the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture, 
which was appointed in 1923 to 
investigate the feasibility of de- 
hydrating Canadian fruit for the 
market has just published a bulletin 
giving the results of its work to 
date. The Committee has been 
operating two dehydrating plants at 
Penticton, B. C., and Grimsby, 
Ontario, The results of the work at 
these plants show conclusively that 
certain Canadian fruits when prop- 
erly matured, graded, and prepared, 
will make a dehydrated product 
equal in quality, appearance and 
value to the very choicest products 
imported into Canada. More than 
this, there is no doubt that Canadian 
fruit, particularly apples and peach- 
es, grown under northern conditions 
have a flavour which, being retained 
in dehydration, should make out- 
standing dehydrated products. It is 
pointed out in the bulletin, however, 
that the size, maturity, and quality 
of the fresh fruit used is the de 
termining factor of the quality and 
possible profits from dehydrated 
fruit. The bulletin may be obtained 
from the Publications Branch, De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa. 


FORD MAKES LONG RUN 

Ford, Ont. Dec, 283, Ray Dahlinger 
on the last lap of a 9000 mile trip 
that circled the United States passed 
through here to-day in a new F 
car. Twenty-one days ago he left 
Detroit and travelled westward to 
San Francisco, then on down to Los 
les and up through the south 
western states to Toledo and from 
there to New York City and back to 
Detroit via Niagara Falls and 
Windsor. Mr. Dahlinger has driven 
every mile of the way, using repre 
sentatives of the Ford Motor Com 
pany only as guides. He pointed out 
that the water in the radiator was 
the same as that placed there in San 
Francisco. Severe storms were en- 
countered in New Mexico, New York 
State and some rough going between 
Hamilton and Windsor, but the en 
tire trip was unmarred by accidents 
or repairs. 

Mr. Dahlinger stated that his 
longest session at the wheel was 29 
hours without sleep. Between New 
York and Syracuse he had to con- 
tend with a severe sleet storm that 
made the roads a of ice. In 
New Mexico his greatest obstacle 
was a blinding snow storm and in 
Arizona the roads were dry and 
covered with sharp rocks. The car 
driven by this energetic pilot is a 
standard Tudor sedan that left the 
assembly line in Dearborn and 
started immediately on its trans- 
continental run on December 2. Ford 
officials stated that no special 
significance attached to this 
run.

Our great 
cousin to the south calls Nova Scotia 
the land of cod-fish and college) 
presidents. More than one great 
American university has called one 
of Nova Scotia’s sons to be her head, 
one of the latest of whom is Dr. 
George Cutten, now president of | 
Colgate College, New York state. 
“These four sisters, then, Ontario, 
Quebec, New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia, united in 1867 and formed 
the beginning of a great Dominion 
stretching from sea to sea. | 
“Three years later, Manitoba, the | 
land of the ‘second chance’ arrived, 
She is the adventurous sister and has 


emerged triumphantly from many 
‘hardships. 

“In 1871 came British Columbia. 
| This sister is the most gorgeous of 


the family, glittering with gold and 
other mineral wealth, and wearing a 
crown of eternal snow on her lofty 
brow. At her feet lie the fertile 
valleys which produce such a won- 
derful abundance of fruit, and down 
from the mountains rush the mighty 
rivers filled with salmon and other 
fish which the world eagerly waits 
for. 
“In 1878 little Prince Edward 
Island, ‘the garden of the gulf,’ join- 
ed the family of confederation. Her 
people live in peace and contentment 
on their fertile farms, and the beauty 
of her scenery is famed in song and 
story.

Saskatchewan is called the plain- 
est of the sisters, but she too, is 
marvellously wealthy, and she is 
proud of her miles of prairie covered 
with golden grain which helps to feed 
a hungry world. 


“These are the sisters: are they 
not worthy of pride?” 

“Let us speak a little while on 
Confederation. 

“In 1864, thirty-three gentlemen 
representing Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Prince Edward Island 


and Newfoundland met in Quebec to 


discuss plans of union, At the end 
of three weeks they had prepared a 
scheme of confederation. It was de- 
cided to have two parliaments, the 
central parliament and the provin- 
cial parliament, The central parlia- 


ment was to make laws concerning 
the trade of the whole country, while 
the provincial parliament was to 
make laws concerning public works 
and lands. It was proposed that the 
members of the House of Commons 
should be chosen in proportion to the 
population of Quebec. 

“In the House of Lords the mem- 
bers were to be appointed for life by 
the governor-general; and 24 were 
to be chosen from Upper and Lower 
Canada, and 24 from the Maritime 
provinces, 

“The central government was to 
pay the debts of each province and 
was to grant a certain sum of money 
yearly to each one, 

“The conference was 
a banquet and speeches and a little 
latter came the news that the con- 
federation scheme had been approved 


followed by 


by the British parliament. 
“But Newfoundland and Prince 
Edward Island had voted against it 


with a strong majority. But Canada 
was determined to carry out the 
scheme if possible, and before the 
end of a year delegates were sent 
to England to draw up a bill for 
uniting the provinces. At last it be- 
came law and was called the British 
North American Act. 

July ist, 1867 was chosen as the 
day on which the Provinces were to 
unite, and we may look back with 
pride to the day on which our great 
Dominion came into being. 

“If one of the Fathers of Con- 
federation could come back to earth 
to-day he would be very much 
astonished at the progress made in 
the development of our Dominion. 

“The population has more than 
doubled since confederation and the 
present population is considerably 
over eight millions. This incre 


is 
largely due to immigration. Thou- 
sands of settlers have come from 


across the sea every year since con- 
federation, attracted by the promise 
of earning homes of their own; aided 
in the acquirement of homesteads by 
“a generous government, Countless 
numbers of the very cream of Eng- 
land’s sons and daughters from her 
domain across the sea and from all 
the countries of Europe as well have 
poured into our land, agd still they 


come, New cities have sprung up, 
and the old ones have increased in 
size. 

“Our forests furnish unlimited 


quantities of lumber for the homes 
and public buildings of our own and 
other lands, The pulp industry, that 
of obtaining paper from wood has 
grown to enormous proportions. 
Huge quantities of paper are manu- 
factured for Canadian use and sold 
to other countries. 


“Whereas in the years immediate- 
ly following Confederation there 
were but few factories in all Canada, 
today there are thousands. Millions 
of barrels of flour are manufactured 
|yearly both for use in Canada, and 
|for export. Other manufactures are 
‘furniture, leather goods, clothing, a 
great variety of things made from 
iron, steel and other metals, also 
butter, cheese, and canned fruits. 
Canadians yearly win prizes for 
their manufactures at exhibitions 
held in different countries 

“Agriculture is still our greatest 
industry. Wonderful progress has 
been made in methods of farming. 
Modern machinery has done a great 
dea! to lessen labor on the farm, and
